son family, backed by deadly wea
pons, holds possession of the resi
dence of Samuel Cregstcn, the Hins
dais millionaire near whose sick body
two sons-in-la- w it is alleged, engag
ed in a fistic encounter which resul
ted In a court proceedings before Jus
tice of the Peace Davis yesterday.

Attorney Wm., Ormonde Thomp
son, one of the sons-in-la- w backed
by his wife, Eleanor Thompson;
Mrs. Frederick Allen a daughter" of
Mir. Ggcgsten, and her husband, an
automatic pistol, a "bulldog" revol
ver, and a double barreled shot gun
hold the fashionable Gretrsten man
sion and will withstand any siege.

Attorney Walter E. Sands, ihe oth
er son-in-la- who is said to have
started the fight in the millionaire's
home and who has been living: with
his wife's father for two years, was
ordered by Gregsten to "Never again
darken the doors of the home. " Mrs.
Sands is critically ill at the Hinsdale
residence.

Robert Sands of Austin, the father
of Attorney Sands, telephoned the
Thompsons yesterday that he had
placed his son on a Rock Island train
and that the young lawyer would re
side in Arizona for a year or more.

But Mr. Thompson, fearing an at
tack on the house has two revolvers
in ready reach on the mantel of the
reception room and a shotgun in the
dining room in the rear. A coachman
stands guard at the front of the man
sion while a chaffeur is watching the
rear entrance. .

Sands swore a warrant against his
brother-in-la- charging assault and
battery. Thompson retaliated by fil-

When the case came up for trial
before Justice Davis, Attorney Clar
ence Darrow appeared for both pris-
oners and announced the family re
quested both cases be dismissed.
ustice Davis, however, placed Sands

under a peace bond of $200.
